According to Charles Swank, manager of Campus Security, 
all revenue generated from parking fincsand the salo of parking 
permits gocs into a parking account. 

“That account is uscd to pay for all of the parking costs,” 
Swank said. er 

Those costs include buying the rules and regulations books 
for parking, parking stickers, permits and maintenance of the 


. parking lots, 


“Tt does not pay for any security staff,” he said. 
Money from the parking account is also uscd to pay a bond 
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lots on the west end of campus, Swank said, 
One complaint frequently heard by students is the apparent 


- overselling of parking permits, 


Swank said the term “overselling” is not accurate, 

Since not all students with parking permits are on campus at 
the same time, if Campus Security sold only as many permilsas 
there are stalls, Swank said, “Probably 60 percent of the parking 
spaces would be empty at peak times. As it is, two and three 
pcople end up using one stall cach day.” 

Swank said noone at UNO should be geiting stressed about 
parkingoncampussinee they can parkat Ak-Sar-Benanduscthe 
shuttle bus. : 

“Hf anyone is fecling stressed out about parking, they are

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In addition, a newly released University of Florida study. 
claims the number of students who drink is less than it was a 
decade ago, and those who do are drinking Icss, 

The study showed the percentage of student drinkers de- 
ercased from 89 percentin 1981 to 80 percent in 1991. Average 
consumption among drinkers also dropped from 40 drinks per 
month in 1982 to 34 drinks monthly in 1991. 

“The study clearly shows that college student drinking pat- 
temsand knowledge aboutalcoholchanged significantly during 
thedecade of the "80s," said Dr, Gerardo Gonzalez, chairmanaf 
the department of counselor education. 

While the figures appear encouraging, experts say one in 10 
drinking students will develop a chemical dependency. 

“Ttisstilla major problem,” Gonzalez said, “the majority of 
students drink, and campus incidents of viclence and sexual 
assault are usually alcohol-related.”
